The schools" summer holidays are 
over for another year, and teachers 
and pupils are again occupying their 
places in the little schoolhouses all 
over this prairie country, where the 
real foundations of Canada’s future 
citizenship are. being laid. 

But while the teachers are in their 
places, something more than ten 
thousand of them in the three Prairie 
Provinces, it is important to ask and 
answer the question whether all the 
boys and girls ‘are again in school 
who, ought to be there. ‘ . 

‘Compulsory:school attendance laws 
ate in force in these provinces, un- 
der which it is obligatory on parents 
and guardians to send their children 
to school until a certain age is 
reached. “These are’ wise Jaws, de> 
signed to prevent future citizens from 
growing up to young manhood ‘and 
womanhood not only uneducated; but 
illiterate. In this western country 
boys and girls are wisely compelled 
te learn to read, write and speak 
English and mastef the rudiments of 
a primary common school education. 

Every year, however, some thous- 
ands of boys and girls reach the age 
when the compulsion of .the law en- 
forcing school attendance is lifted, 
and it becomes a matter be decid- 
ed by the fathers and mothers> whe- 
ther Charles or John or. Susie ahall 

n°) ane 8 
awit be kept at home to help on the 
farm or in the store or about the 
house, or be allowed to go out and 
“get a job” and thus help to keep 
the’ family. i 

~It is a-eritical decision fathers and 
mothers are called upon to make, 
Boys and girls, usually, are anxious 
to get away from the discipline, rou- 
tine and what so many regard as the 
drudgery of schools It is not until 
later years that they look back upon 
their school days as the ° happiest, 
most carefree days of their lives. In 
their teens, however, they are anxious 
to go out into the world and begin 
life’s great adventure. _ It is the par- 
ents who must decide wisely — for 

. them. 

After all, as one observer aa said, 

‘it is just a matter of arithmetic. If 


a boy is ‘just ‘ready to venter high. 


school he: ¢an probably. earn six or 
eight dollars a week for the first 
years and, an average of-ten, twelve 
or fifteen dollars a week for the next 
three years. That is to say, he can 
earn from $1,500 to $2,500 if he stays 
away from school.. 

But take the other Side of the led- 
ger. If the boy continues to go to 
school for another. three years he will 
be able, ‘at the end of his course to 
‘earn on the average more than the 
“boy who stopped short of the high 
school, and he will be able to earn it 
for the thirty or forty or fifty years 
of his earning life.
